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1 . WE FULLY CONCUR IN DEL S DESIRE TO RESPOND PROMPTLY

WEAPONS." (REFS A AND B). 

2. YOUR STATEMENT IN CCD SHOULD BE RELATIVELY BRIEF, 

AND YOU SHOULD AVOID HIGHLIGHTING ANY SPECIFIC FORUM 
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FOR NEGOTIATIONS ON NUCLEAR WEAPONS IN CONNECTION WITH 
ER/RB WEAPONS. 

3. FOLLOWING ARE POINTS YOU SHOULD MAKE IN STATEMENT TO 
CCD. 

- ER/RB WEAPONS ARE NOT NEW TYPE OF ;DW BUT NUCLEAR 
EXPLOSIVE WEAPONS; 

- ER/RB WEAPONS ARE INHERENTLY TACTICAL WEAPONS; 

- NEW SOVIET THEATER WEAPONS, INCLUDING PLAINLY OFFENSIVE 
SS-20 MISSILE, HAVE MUCH GREATER DESTRUCTIVE FORCE THAN 
ER/RB WEAPONS; 

- DEPLOYMENT OF ER/RB WEAPONS WOULD NOT CONSTITUTE ACT 
DESTABILIZING THEATER BALANCE. RATHER SPECIFIC UTILITY 

OF WEAPON IS ITS CAPABILITY TO DEFEND AGAINST ARMOR ATTACK

- THE US IS CONTINUING TO PRESS FORWARD TOWARD THE 
OBJECTIVE OF A COMPREHENSIVE NUCLEAR TEST BAN. OVER THE 
LONGER TERM, WE WILL SEEK TO REDUCE THE NUMBER OF NUCLEAR 
WEAPONS, WITH THE GOAL OF EVENTUALLY ELIMINATING THEM
